A strange feature of the 
election was that no Labor 
candidate or organiser at- 
tended the declaration of 
the poll. Nor did any 
Labor organiser or candi- 
date inquire by phone. 

Another unusual aspect 
of the election was that 
only 63.35 of all voters 
voted.

You and I can walk for 
miles with’ our eyes cast 
on the ground and find 
nothing. 

. But an_ experienced 
rockhound finds precious 
stones almost anywhere. 


Mr. Jack Dean, of Hos- 
king Street, North Wil- 
liamstown, says that 
anybody can pick up the 
necessary knowledge by 
joining his local lapidary 
club, 

Mr. Dean, who is the 
founder of the Western 
Suburbs Lapidary Club, 
showed me some of the 
fascinating pieces in his 
colorful collection. 


Petrified wood has the 
appearance of wood, but 
it is pure stone. Every 
molecule is replaced by 
calcite during a long, slow 
process. You.can plainly 
see the age rings on it. 

Petrified fern, found in 
Queensland, is very 
scarce. Dating back over 
a million years, it was 
around when dinosaurs 
roamed the Earth. 

Mr. Dean said: ‘Pieces 


land are crushed and used 
for road building. It's 
barbaric. Such stones can 
never be replaced.” 

An attractive rock is 
garnet in quartz. The pale 
pink and silver- make a 
beautiful combination. 
Grass stones, as the 
name implies, look like 
pieces of grass embedded 
in clear, transparent 
stone. For a long time, 
Aboriginals carried them 
around in their dilly bags 
for its assumed medicinal 
properties. . 

“You should never judge 
gemstones by _ eyesight 
alone,” Mr. Dean said.

Agate was discovered 
here by an English geo- 
logist during the last cen- 
tury, according to Mr. 

ean. 


He found an Aladdin’s 
treasure of agates in all 
the colors of the rainbow. 
Back in Europe, agate was 
dyed in various colors, be- 
cause it was brown origin- 
ally. : 

When he returned to 
Europe, nobody believed 


that there was such a 
thing as multi-colored 
agate. They have never 


been seen in the Western 
World before. 


If you cut across a dark 
stone, called andulucite, 
you find a white cross in- 
side. 

Queensland’s chryso- 
prase resembles jade, but 
isn’t jade.
